RESPONSE TO ELECTION REQUIREMENT 

This responds to the Office action (Election Requirement) dated April 27, 2006. 
The Office action requested that applicants elect either "mercaptodecanoic acid" or 
"mercaptoundeconic acid" as the ligand species for initial prosecution on the merits. 

Applicants thank Examiner Shibuya for discussing the Election Requirement with 
applicants' representative, Travis Young, on May 26, 2006. As was discussed, the terms 
"mercaptoundecanoic acid" and "mercaptoundeconic acid" are synonyms. As is known to those 
of ordinary skill in the art, "mercapto-" refers to the sulfhydryl functional group; "-undec-" 
indicates that there are 1 1 carbon atoms; and the suffixes "-onic" and "-oic" indicate the 
carboxylic acid functionality. Accordingly, the ligand has the chemical formula 
HS(CH 2 ) 10 CO 2 H. 

As further support of the above, applicants note that the Random House Unabridged 
Dictionary (1997) defines "-onic" as "a suffix used in forming names of acids, esp. carboxylic 
acids obtained by oxidation of aldoses: gluconic acid'' (italics in original). 

Because the identified "species" are in fact synonyms, it is impossible for applicants to 
elect either "mercaptoundecanoic acid" or "mercaptoundeconic acid" without inherently electing 
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both. Applicants respectfully request that the Election Requirement be withdrawn in view of the 
facts set forth above.
